DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 - 5 are objected to because of tlie following infonnalities: 

In claim 1 , line 4 the phrase "means including" should be deleted 
in order to avoid 35 USC 112, 2"^ paragraph issues. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 4 recites the limitation "the mixing means" in line 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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3. Claims 1 - 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Assfalg (DE 3147475). 

With respect to claim 1 , Assfalg teaches a system for reducing the infrared 
visibility of a vehicle when it is in a body of water, the system comprising a nozzle 
directed downward at and closely juxtaposed with a surface of the body of water for 
expelling the hot exhaust gas downward at the surface so as to fomi a water-droplet 
cloud, whereby the cloud cools the gas and masks the vehicle (Figs.1 and 2; Abstract). 

Eventhough. Assfalg do not explicitly disclose the nozzle being closely 
juxtaposed with a surface of the body of water for expelling the hot exhaust gas 
downward at the surface so as to fomri a water-droplet cloud, the Examiner considers 
that it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to place the nozzle close to 
the surface of the body of water because it has been held that rearranging parts of an 
invention involves only routine skill in the art. In re Japikse, 86 USPQ 70; in addition, it 
has been held that a recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus 
is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art 
apparatus satisfying the claimed stmctural limitations. Ex Parte Masham, 2 USPQ F.2d 
1647(1987). 

With respect to claims 2-5, Assfalg teaches the limitations described in the 
claims (Figs.1 and 2; Abstract).
